Furthermore, the Hornet is not a privateer

regularly commissioned cruiser of the Cu-
Lan government.  That Caba is not yet
recognized by any of the Great Powers is
true, but, having been recognized by two
independent natiops, it is certain that a flag
which is recognized in the ports of these
nations cannot be treated as a piratical flag
in other ports.

Suppose, for instance, that Peru and Cuba
should form &n alliance sgainst Bpain, and
should send out ships fo prey upon her com-
metee, would the Peruvian ships be legal
men of war and the Cuban ships which aid-
ed them pirates? It is clear toany one that
such could not be the case.

Then it is equally clear, that a flag
which is the flag of an independent nation
in the ports of two natiops, cannot, to say
the least, be regarded as the flag of n pirate
in the ports of other nations,

Cuba has shown hersell able to success-
fally contend with Spain, and after over a
year of war the Cubans have gained ground
until they now hold the largest portion of
the Island. The revolutionary government
is fully organized, and the Cubans are more
united than are the people of Spain.

The United States was prorapt to recog-
nize the revolutionary government of Spain,
a government that is no older than the reyo-
lutionary government of Cuba; why should
it recogmize the former and not the latter?
Of the two governments, that of Cuba is by
far the most stable, and represents n whole
people, while thatof Spain represents & mi-
nority of the Spanish people, and bids fair
to be very short lived.

Some such thoughts as the above scemed
to have presented themselves to the minds
of the powers that be, for we were assured,
bgfore the news of the detention of the
Hornet, that the Government had no dispos-
ition to seize her. It now remains to be
seen whether or no this declaration will
hold good, now that the vessel is in the
Govemmment's power.

The Public Debt—the October States
ment.

The Secretary of the Treasury, says the
N. Y. Times, continues the good work of
paying off the pablic stocks of the United
States. By his 1st of October schednle we
find that he has further reduced the fve-
twenty bonds §18.418.727 since Beptember
1, and that the whole sum paid off since he
put into operation the Sinking Fund last
Spring, he has purchased $50,791,121 of six
per cent. gold-bearing bonds, while the en-
tire reduction of the public debt, since the
present Administration came into office, is
$56,086.187, The progress of reduction,
net, in Beptember, is $7,407,420, so that the
purchases of the month for the Binking
Fund included the investment of §£5,951,-
207 of the previous surplus.

The Tressury now holds in gold coin
$108,804,658, of which $24,418,720 is held
for the redemption of gold notes, leaving
$84,801,938 as belonging to the Govern-
ment, The accumulsted gold interest om
the public debt (and included as part of the
total debt) to the 1st of October is $42.213 -
660, or about one half the sum of gold on
hand at the same date. The greenback und
other circulating notes in the Treasury are
reduced to the small balance of $6,550,004:
pursuant to the promise of the Administra-
tion to give the buosiness of the country
while moying the crops the full benefit of
the eatire greenback and national bank cir-
culation, lesa the inconsidermble sum re-
quired for the daily working of the Treasury.

The Wilmington Journal has been apply-
ing the party lash to the Wilmington Star
inquite a determined and savage manner,
The effect of the castigation is becoming
perceptible, for the Star, which for a time
fought back with a vigor that often stag:
gered the Journal, is now beginning to show
signs of caving in, and of acknowledging
the superiority of the Jowrnal.

We also gain some insight into
the affairsof the opposition;the Star averring
that the * Demoeracy ™ is played out;, while
the Journal asserts that the “new pariy ™ is
non est, in both of ‘xhich statements we fully
agrec.
